Claims 1, 2, 15-21, 24, 26-28 are still pending in this application. 

Examiner has considered the response to the final rejection. However, it has not been 
entered as it raises new issues. Applicants have amended claim 1 to include a number of non- 
amino acid linkers that were not previously presented before for examination. For example non- 
amino acid linkers such as l-ethyl-3-(3-dimethylaminopropyl) carbodiimide, N-ethyl-5- 
phenylisaoxolium-3-sulphonate, l-cylohexyl-3(2-morpholinethyl) carbodide metho-p-toluene 
sulphonate, N-ethoxycarbonyl-2-ethoxy 1,2 dihydroquinoline, glutaraldehyde and mixtures 
thereof, were not presented before for examination. Therefore, this raises new issues and a new 
search would be required. 

Applicants have argued against all the previous rejections as if the amended claim 1 is 
specifically directed to fusion proteins linked exclusively through a non-amino acid linker. 
However a perusal of the claim 1 indicates that the claim continues to be directed to fusion 
proteins "via an amino acid and/or non-amino acid linking region".
